Victim lost his left eye following ‘cowardly’ attack on New Year’s Day 

MAN JAILED 
FOR ATTACK 


A NINETEEN-year-old who 
took part in a ‘cowardly’ gang 
attack on a good Samaritan has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

John Pluckrose, 19, from 
Randolph Close, Leigh, beat his 
victim so viciously he lost an 
eye. 

The 51-year-old man had 
attempted to intervene at 
McDonald’s as the group 
abused staff on New Year’s Day. 

Police were called to the take 
away in Walthamstow, at 
8.07am, on Wednesday, January 
1, to reports of a group of men 
assaulting a customer. 

The attack happened on the 
ground floor of the restaurant 
after the victim had gone inside. 

While waiting at the counter 
to be served, a group of eight 
people entered the restaurant 
and started shouting at staff as 
they were not happy with the 
delay in getting food. 

The victim told the group to 


stop talking to staff that way. 

One of the group started argu¬ 
ing with the man and threatened 
him. 

The threats continued until the 
victim went to leave and he was 
punched in the face. 

Other suspects then punched 
and kicked the victim. 

Finally one of the suspects 
broke away and grabbed a large 
plastic cleaning cone and hit the 
man in the face and head with it. 

He was taken to an east 
London hospital where his left 
eye was removed. 

CCTV footage and witnesses 
helped identify the three main 
suspects, who included 
Pluckrose. 

Kingsley Gordon-Alien, 20, 
of Ashville Road, Leytonstone, 
was sentenced to three years in 
prison for one count of grievous 
bodily harm with intent, to run 
consecutive with an eight year 
sentence for causing death by 


dangerous driving. 

Ashton King, 21, of Boundary 
Road, Walthamstow, was also 
sentenced to nine years in 
prison for one count of grievous 
bodily harm and one count of 
possessing a controlled drug 
with intent to supply. 

Detective inspector Tor 
Garnett, from Waltham Forest 
CID said the attack was unpro¬ 
voked. 

He said: “The member of pub¬ 
lic was rightly trying to inter¬ 
vene to prevent the men abusing 
McDonald’s staff. 

“As a result of this cowardly 
attack, the victim lost his eye. 

“I am delighted that the peo¬ 
ple responsible will now spend a 
considerable amount of time in 
jail. 

“The officer investigating the 
case, detective constable 
Marcos Marco, has worked tire¬ 
lessly in order to ensure justice 
is done.”

The new Macmillan Information and 
Support Centre will offer information to peo¬ 
ple who are receiving chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy treatment in the south of the 
county. 

Former patients, Janet Wagstaff and Roger 
Bassett, approached the hospital and charity 
to try and attempt to set up an information 
area. 

They were joined by general manager at 
Macmillan Cancer Support, Carol Fenton, and 
chairman of the hospital, Alan Tobias, last 
Tuesday to officially open the centre. 

Mrs Fenton, from Macmillan explained 
every day 19 people in Essex hear they have 
cancer and ten die each day from the illness. 

She said: “This number is set to rise, so by 
2030 the number of people living with or 
beyond cancer in Essex will fill Southend 
United's Roots Hall stadium over eight times. 

“Macmillan believes no one should face can¬ 
cer alone we hope having facilities like this 
new centre will go a long way to making that a 
reality for the local people in Southend.”

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Southend knife crime 
rises by almost a third 


KNIFE crime in Southend has risen by 
almost a third in the past year. 

Latest figures released by the Essex 
Police Crime Commissioner, Nick 
Alston, show a 31.1 per cent rise in 
knife crimes in Southend between 
March 2013 and February this year, 
compared to the previous year. 

The number of incidents involving 
knife crime has risen to 295 compared 
to 225 to they year before, showing an 
increase of 70 incidents. 


It places the borough among the 
highest rising areas for knife crime in 
the county. 

Countywide the figures for knife 
crime have risen by 8.3 per cent, 
showing 117 more incidents were 
reported. 

Mr Alston, explained he was work¬ 
ing the Chief Constable of Essex 
Police to understand the nature of 
crime patterns. 

He said: “It is likely that part of this 


specific increase is due to the chang¬ 
ing demographics of some of our com¬ 
munities, increased reporting of 
domestic abuse incidents, and police 
activity around organised criminal 
groups. 

“I will also continue to support the 
ethical and proportionate use of stop 
and search tactics to target those car¬ 
rying weapons or dealing in drugs. 

“We must make it clear, through 
education, community pressure, polic¬ 


ing and sentencing that it is not accept¬ 
able for a person to carry a knife or 
weapon. 

“We should also seek to ensure that 
the manner in which an offender is 
treated is designed to ensure that they 
will nor re-offend are maximised.” 

Anyone who has any information 
about people carrying knives or a vio¬ 
lent incident is about to occur should 
contact Essex Police either by calling 
999 or 101.

Beach could be 
reopened by the 
end of next month 

SHOEBURY East Beach could be open by the end of 
June following an investigation by the Royal Navy. 

The beach was shut on Friday, May 2, due to a large 
amount of unexploded bombs being washed up. 

On Thursday, May 15, councillors met with members of 
the Ministry of Defence (MOD) to find out the future of 
the beach and when it would open. 

In a joint statement between the council and MOD, the 
two parties have said they have agreed to accelerate the 
time scale for the surveying work to be done. 

They said: “Sampling work is already underway in the 
MOD owned area across East Beach and West Beach. 

“At the request of the council, the MOD have agreed to 
prioritise the assessment of the licensed public area of the 
beach in recognition of the importance of this beach to 
residents, visitors and businesses. 

“The next steps of the survey require a two day explo¬ 
sive ordnance reconnaissance led by the Royal Navy. 

“This is not a clearance operation but will involve the 
investigation of a number of sample areas identified by 
ongoing surveying work. 

“The MOD have already asked for this work to be done 
as soon as possible and have assured the council that it 
will take place by early June. 

“Once exact dates have been confirmed we will make a 
further public statement. 

“In the meantime we have agreed to start work on a joint 
risk assessment of the area which will be necessary to 
inform decision making over the re-opening of the beach. 

“The risk assessment will be informed by the ongoing 
survey and the investigation works that will be undertak¬ 
en by the Royal Navy. 

“Once the investigation works have taken place, within 
two weeks the MOD will analyse the results from within 
the licensed area and a decision will be made by the coun¬ 
cil about the reopening of the beach. 

“Both organisations recognise the impact of this issue 
on the community and will continue to work in partner¬ 
ship on this matter.”

A MAN who suffers from diabetes has com¬ 
pleted the first of his four planned cycle chal¬ 
lenges to raise money for Diabetes UK.

Benefit cheat jailed for 12 weeks 


A MAN has been jailed for claiming housing 
benefit on a made up address in Southend. 

Roy Vassell, 47, of Guildford Road, Guildford, 
who denied 15 counts of housing benefit fraud, 
was found guilty after a trail at Basildon 
Magistrates Court on Friday, May 9, and was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 weeks in prison. 

He was also ordered to pay back £1,615.54 of 
wrongfully obtained housing benefit. 

Mr Vassell received the amount in housing ben¬ 
efit from Southend Council, for what he 
described as a basement flat in Clifftown Road, 
Southend. 

The council later cancelled his claim after he 
failed to reply to a request for more information. 

However Mr Vassell then asked the council for 


£4,100 worth of housing benefit to cover rent 
arrears he said he owed his landlord. 

He said the landlord had hired a debt recovery 
company which was pursuing him for the money. 

Following his reluctance to give details about 
his landlord and tenancy, the benefits team sus¬ 
pected his claims. 

The corporate fraud investigation team, then 
visited the basement which was uninhabitable 
and where no flat existed. 

Further inquiries showed that Mr Vassell said he 
had been living at the property where he had 
spent time and money decorating, but could not 
show what improvements he had made, or 
describe the owner or landlord. 

Basildon Magistrates Court heard there was 


never a flat at the address, and he had completed 
a false tenancy agreement and a false application 
for housing benefit. 

Mr Vassell was also found to have compounded 
the offences by repeatedly applying for the back¬ 
dated money he was not entitled to. 

The counciFs corporate director for corporate 
services, Sally Holland, said although the council 
was committed to paying benefits to those who 
are entitled to it, the authority had a duty to pro¬ 
tect the public purse and take action against peo¬ 
ple committing fraud. 

She said: “It is an offence to claim benefits 
fraudulently and as this case shows can lead to 
imprisonment as a well as the repayment of the 
benefits.”

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B17 bomber crash on Canvey 
in 1944 to be commemorated 



THE DAUGHTER of the sole sur¬ 
vivor of the 1944 American B17 
bomber crash on Canvey, is coming to 
the island with her husband for a 
memorial service for the men who 
died there, next month. 

Local historian Alan Jasper, who has 
spent nearly 40 years researching the 
incident which cost 11 lives, planned 
the service. 

Two bombers collided over the 
Thames as they returned from a raid 
on a German rocket site - one ended 
up in the mud on Canvey, the other in 
the river. 

Alan said: “I thought this year was 
probably the last time anyone who 
witnessed the crash would be able to 
come to a gathering.” 

“Gunner Dick Andrew, now 90, is 
the only survivor of the crash on June 
19, 1944. 

“Unfortunately Dick is too infirm to 
travel, though he is very interested in 
the plans, and his daughter Barbara 
Tarbox and husband Dave will be here 
and it's not their first visit to Canvey 
either.” 

Alan has struck up a friendship with 
Dick and his family, visiting them in 
the states and entertaining them in the 
UK. 

“I managed to trace some of the 
crew and contact them. I even put 
three of them in touch with each other. 

“I found two; Jack Gray and Lloyd 
Burns lived just a 20 minute drive 
away from each other in California 
and they met up regularly after I point¬ 
ed that out. 

“They also met with Dick Andrews 


who was in Florida then but moved 
later.” 

“It is a shame Dick can't get to the 
UK, for the service, but it's too much 
to ask at his age.” 

“I have discussed the service with 
the Rev David Tudor,who will offici¬ 
ate, and we hope to see anyone who 
remembers the crash to come along ad 


swap stories. 

Alan added: “We will remember the 
airmen of the collision and all allied 
airmen whose sacrifice ensured that 
the freedoms we are able to enjoy 
today were safeguarded. They gave 
their tomorrow for our today.” 

Alan hopes the American attache 
will also be at the service, mayors and 


chairmen from neighbouring councils 
are expected to attend.

Collision facts 

■ A formation of B-17 Flying 
Fortresses from the 379th Bomb 
Group United States Army Air Force 
were approaching the River Thames 
from the south, on the June 19 1944 
just after 6pm, returning from a raid 
on a VI site in France. 

■ Suddenly two of the aircraft 
came together locking for a second 
or two. Then one fell away breaking 
up and falling into the River Thames. 
The other circled around as para¬ 
chutes appeared and the crewmen 
escaped. 

■ This one small incident claimed 
the lives of eleven men, part of the 
bomber offensive carried out by 
RAF Bomber Command and the 
Eighth Air Force which cost the lives 
of around one hundred thousand air¬ 
men. 

■ One of the planes crashed into 
mud at Canvey Point, the other fell 
into a minefield in the Thames. 

■ The incident cost 11 lives. 

■ On June 23 three of the dead 
were buried at the American Military 
cemetery in Cambridge.

I T will be the first time opera has been per¬ 
formed at the end of the world's longest 
pleasure pier, and what better way to do it 
than with Mozart’s Cosi Fan Tutte. 

Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart’s masterpiece 
about love, loyalty and the battle of the sexes 
will be brought bang up to date on Saturday, 
June 21, when Opera24’s production takes 
over Southend Pier's Royal Pavilion. 

The original opera, which has an 18th 
Century setting, has been replaced with 21st 
Century London with a witty, contemporary 
libretto, new orchestrations for a seven-piece 
orchestra and snappy staging to suit the 
contemporary surroundings of Southend’s 
newest arts venue. 

The tale follows two handsome young City 
traders, Guglielmo and Ferrando, who boast 
about the faithfulness of their girlfriends - 
Fiordiligi and Dorabella. However, their cyni¬ 
cal bachelor friend, Don Alfonso, advises that 
they should not be so trusting and warns 
them that women are all the same - a refer¬ 
ence to the opera’s title. 

He then bets them that he can prove his 
point and Guglielmo and Ferrando accept 
the challenge. Pretending to be called away, 
only to return wearing rather unusual disguis¬ 
es, each man chats up the other’s partner to 
see if the girls really are as loyal as they 


believe. Of course, this being opera, things 
don’t quite go to plan. 

Previous critically acclaimed performances 
of the production have delighted audiences 
who have praised the cast including Edward 
Saklatvala as Ferrando, Christopher Jacklin 
as Guglielmo, Ian Helm as Don Alfonso, 
Louisa Tee as Fiordiligi and Australian-born 
Mezzo-Soprano, Sophie Yelland, as 
Dorabella. 

Louisa, who trained at Royal Welsh College 
of Music and Drama, Trinity College of Music 
and English National Opera's Opera Works, 
has taken to the stage in recent roles includ¬ 
ing the Queen of the Night and Donna Anna, 
while Edward, who graduated from 
Cambridge University where he sang in the 
choir of King's College, sings with some of 
the country's leading choirs and opera com¬ 
panies. 

Christopher, an award-winning lyric bari¬ 
tone, is a much-in-demand singer and 
teacher, while Ian made his solo operatic 
debut with Hampstead Garden Opera in 
November 2011, singing the role of the 
Constable in Vaughan Williams' Hugh the 
Drover. 

They will be joined by young lyric soprano, 
Danae Eleni, who plays Despina, who made 
her Purcell Room debut in 2009 in the world 
premier of Mrs Lazarus.

Q. Rather than sell, I want to rent out my 
home. Do I need to inform my building 
society? 

A. The short answer is, yes! 

If you cease to reside in a property that has a 
residential mortgage against it, you must disclose 
this to the lender straight away. Indeed, if you fail 
to gain their consent in advance, you will be in breach of your contractual agreement 
with them. 

This is not a new requirement. It’s simply that in the heady days before the financial 
crisis, lenders didn’t often check - and seemingly didn’t much care - whether 
borrowers were still living in the property concerned or not. But the property crash 
changed all that. Rather than lose their homes altogether, the advent of negative 
equity drove large numbers of hard-pressed and over-stretched homeowners into 
becoming so-called “accidental” landlords - and in order to avoid having to pay 
higher interest rates on their existing loan, or being obliged to switch to a more 
expensive buy-to-let mortgage, many opted not to tell their lenders. In response, 
lenders began actively pursuing those breaking the rules, trawling the electoral 
register, social media websites and lettings websites for signs that a property has 
been put up for rent. 

In the worst-case scenario, if you were found to have rented out your home without 
the knowledge or consent of your lender, they would be within their rights to demand 
immediate repayment of the loan, in full. Needless to say, however, they would be 
unlikely to take such a drastic step - unless you were seriously in arrears. Exactly 
what they would do in such a situation would very much depend on the individual 
lender, but could range from insisting that you switch to a buy-to-let mortgage to 
charging you a one-off administration fee for their “consent.” Meanwhile, it remains 
to be seen what effect, if any, the new tighter rules on lending might have in regard 
to this issue - but they are hardly likely to make lenders more forgiving! 

So, all in all, I would strongly advise against renting without first getting your lender’s 
blessing. Yes, it will cost you, but this is more than outweighed by the potential risks 
of not doing so - not least, since a breach of your mortgage agreement would almost 
certainly invalidate your buildings insurance, just when you might need it most...!

F ORD’S teenie city car, the Ka, has 

earned a good deal of respect during its 
18-year reign, coping with some 
demanding conditions at times. 

Like the time, in deepest Brittany, it sol¬ 
diered valiantly on ice-packed roads that 
hadn’t seen a speck of salt or grit during a 
lengthy Siberian blast. 

It proved a real trouper and performed 
strongly and confidently (far more than the 
driver) and shimmied its way towards the 
Channel ports - safely and soundly. 

The Ka, then several years after its debut 
in 1996, was pre¬ 


sented more as a 
mighty mini with 
muscles as well as 
dapper looks. 

Move on a decade 
and more and the 
Ka is in a different 
ball game where city 
street considerations 
are top of the priority 
list. The pronounced 
limpet look has been 
softened - though 
the Ka still swanks 
an attractive and distinctive shell. But you 
get the feeling that the mechanics and 
dynamics are more softly, softly styled. 

The car came with the Hobson’s Choice 
1.2-litre Duratec petrol engine with automat¬ 
ic stop/start. It is light-hearted and nippy 
enough around town, its natural environ¬ 
ment. However, it laboured at high speed on 
the open road and motorways when engine 
noise increased markedly. Not something 
that registered with me in earlier models. 

Steering is delightfully precise and feather-

light - a bonus in restricted, 
clogged-up streets where 
parking is often a shoe-horn 
affair. But the steering firms up sufficiently to 
reassure as the Ka picks up speed away 
from the urban jungle. 

Surprisingly, the suspension set-up makes 
a decent ride for a city car and, together 
with that low profile and decent grip, 
ensures respectable road-holding and 
impressive cornering with very little lurch. 

The five-speed manual gearbox works 
impressively smoothly and is well-suited to 
the 67bhp engine. It accommodates brisk 
selection necessary to generate sufficient 


urge for higher speeds. Take your eye off the 
ball and performance will be a let-down. 

Even under duress, the engine, though 
vocal, copes well enough and the brakes 
bite impressively. Still, today’s Ka seemed to 
lack the bolshy verve of its predecessors. 

I t is not the cheapest nor the most 
economical in the city car segment but it 
does a decent job, returning an average 
57.7mpg and emitting acceptable C02 
levels of 115g/km. 

The Ka, which now shares underpinnings 
with Fiat’s 500 model, does still offer good 
internal space (and better than quite a few 


rivals) with excellent boot space - marred by 
a high-rise load lip. 

Ford’s city car still has style on its side, but 
it is a little pricey, with disappointing equip¬ 
ment levels on lower trim models. The entry 
Studio, starting at £9,000, doesn’t get 
remote central locking, electric windows or 
important things like electronic stability con¬ 
trol and side airbags. But MP3 connection 
and a six-speaker stereo are standard. 

The Studio Connect, as in the test car, 
adds Bluetooth, steering wheel audio con¬ 
trols and USB (£9,295), plus options things 
like reversing parking sensors which can 
push the price up to £10,415.

ROLLS-ROYCE is paying tribute to Sir 
Malcolm Campbell and his water speed 
record breaking speedboat Bluebird with its 
latest bespoke collection. 

The luxury car-maker has chosen two fit¬ 
ting locations for the debuts of the car - the 
Phantom Drophead Coupe Waterspeed. 

In Britain, the collection is being unveiled 
on the site of the original Bluebird Motor 
Company - now the Bluebird Restaurant - 
on London’s King’s Road. The building was 
commissioned in 1923 to be Europe’s 
largest garage and was built in the era’s Art 
Deco style, which it preserves today. The 
business ultimately helped fund Campbell’s 
pursuit to wrest the water-speed record 
from its American holders. 

The car will then head to the Concorso 
d’Eleganza at Villa D’Este on the shores of 
Italy’s Lake Como, where it will be unveiled 
to the public for the first time. 

It was on the adjacent Lake Maggiore 
where, on September 1, 1937, Campbell 


established his legend, setting a world- 
record speed of 126.33mph in the Bluebird 
K3, powered by a Rolls-Royce R engine. 

Waterspeed Collection Phantom Drophead 
Coupes have bespoke design and engineer¬ 
ing features to create a contemporary tribute 
to Campbell’s famous craft. The car is fin¬ 
ished in a specially developed Maggiore 
Blue exterior paint, inspired by Bluebird’s 
colour scheme. Nine layers of paint are 
applied before a process of hand-sanding 
and powdered lacquer is undertaken to 
ensure a perfect finish. And, for the first time 
in Rolls-Royce history, the exterior finish 
extends to the engine. 

The finish also adorns the car’s eleven- 
spoke wheels and the exterior is topped off 
with a Bluebird motif that takes four hours to 
apply by hand. Further reference to 
Campbell’s craft is made via a new interpre¬ 
tation of the famous ‘power reserve’ dial. As 
the driver presses on, the dial moves back¬ 
wards towards a yellow and blue zone, 
echoing Campbell’s original K3 boat’s ‘going 
into the blue’ at maximum engine revs.
